STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL:  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA, 


Crickhowell  is  a large  Distriot  in  South  Breconshire,;  mainly 
mountainous  in  character,  y/ith  an  acreage  of  46,1:35  acres. 

The  District  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes,  Crickhowell, 
Llangattock,  Cwrndu,  Lla,ngenny,  Llangynidr,  Llanbedr  and  Partrishow, 
v\fhich  are  mainly  agricultural,  and  Llanelly,  which  is  mainly 
industrial.  In  the  agricultural  area  the  workers  are  employed 
mainly  in  farm  work,  forestry  and  quarrying.  In  the  industrial 
area,  the  workers  are  employed  mainly  in  adjacent  coalmines  in 
North  Monmouthshire  and  in  various  new  factories ‘ established  since 
the  Icite  War  in  Brynmawr  and  North  Monmouthshire,  The  Slvicta 
Handtools  Company  have  established  a nev\r  modern  factory  in 
Crickhowell,  which  should  prove  a great  boon  to  the  District, 

The  housing  problem  is  still  a very  serious  matter,  A large 
percentage  of  the  existing  houses,  particularly  in  the  Llanelly 
Hill  area,  are  occupied  by  more  than  one  family  and  there  is  a 
number  of  sub"’standard  houses,  which  should  be  considered  for 
demolition  action  when  conditions  permit. 

The  Council  is  energetically  pressing  on  building  new  houses, 
the  chief  difficulties  being  shortage  of  skilled  building  labour  and 
ma,terials , 

Tenants  for  now  houses  are  selected  bj/'  means  of  a Points  Scheme 
adopted  by  the  Council  so  as  to  allocate  houses  to  families  in  the 
greatest  need,  conditions  of  existing  accommodation,  overcrowding 
and  health  circumstances,  all  rating  for  "points”  av/ard. 

Two  ex“Arra,y  hutted  Camps  at  Danyparc  and  Aberbaide-n,  are  still 
occupied  by  a number  of  families,  mostly  from  outside  the  Council's 
area.  These  Camps  v^ere  built  eight  to  ten  years  ago  for  the 
purposes  of  wimiing  the  War  and  were  never  intended  to  last. 

They  are  now  in  a very  bad  state  of  repair  and  far  from,  lyeatherproof 
They  constitute  a serious  problem  both  from  housing  and  Public  Health 
P'Oints  of  view  md  should  be  dealt  v^ith  at  Covernraent  level, 

Soho-'l  Medical  Service,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 
and  the  provision  of  school  meals  are  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council, 

Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  North  Monmouthshire,  and 
the  Brecon  and  Radnor  Hospital  Management  Groups  under  the  Welsh 
Regional  Hospital  Board, 

There  is  an  Ambulance  Station  in  the  District  which  is 
controlled  by  the  Brecon  County  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Welsh 
Regional  Board, 

Laboratory  Services  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratorj^ 
Service,  Newport, 

✓ 

The  health  of  the  District  during  the  year  has,  on  the  vhole, 
been  good.  There  has  been  an  absence  of  any  serious  outbreaks  of 
epidemic  disease.  The  majority  of  the  deaths  during  the  jear  were 
in  the  higher  age  groups.  The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
has  been  low,  cases  occurring  have  been  adequately  and  quickly  dealt 
v/ith  by  the  Chest  Physicians  at  their  Clinics  at  Brecon  and

A large  proportion  of  the  cottage  property  throughout  the  district 
suffers  from  senile  decoy,  and  should  be  demolished  when  conditions 
permit. 

In  the  Parish  of  Llanelly  these  cottages  were  erected  over  ^^00 
years  o.go.  Many  are  (a)  built  into  the  mountainside,  (b)  have  no 
damp  proof  course,  ( c)  lack  propv;.'r  closet  accommodation,  (d)  have 
prisnitive  drainage  arrangements,  (e)  have  dampness  in  walls,  (f)  have 
defective  roofs,  (g)  hove  no  properly  ventilated  and  lighted  food 
storage,  (h)  have  insufficient  headroom,  (i)  lack  modern  amenities, 
and  are  (j)  overcrowded, 

Tlie  problems  which  confront  the  Council  arc:-- 

1,  Provision  of  new?  houses  to  meet  needs, 

2,  Provision  of  new  houses  to  replace  aefcctive  houses, 

3,  Houses  to  relievo  overcrowding. 


GIMP  HOUSING,  , The  Ccaraps  at  Danyparc  and  Aborbaiden  are  still 
occupieU^y^a)  original  so^uatters,  and  (b)  persons  homeless,  or 
living  in  unsatisf actory  conditions,  and  granted  permission  to  occup57’ 
huts  by  the  Council,  Tine  maintenance  of  these  huts  is  causing  the 
Council  much  concern,  as  the  short  lived  materials  used  in  the 
construction  thereof  is  deteriorating,  involving  schemes  of  water- 
proofing, etc.  In  addition,  I regret  to  state  that  in  conseeguence 
of  the  misuse  of  the  drains,  the  Council's  Sanitary  Orderlj?'  has  to 
visit  the  Camps  almost  every  V/eek  to  clear  obstructions  by  the  removal 
of  brickbats,  tins,  i?ags,  etc, 

COUNCnj  HOUSES . The  Council's  policy  of  rehousing  badly  accommodated 
peo5re''I^Is,  iIT^the  main,  been  highly  successful,  and  there  is 
satisfactory  evidence  that  of  the  newly  accommodated  occupic,rs 

have  reacted  favourably  to  their  nc¥^  conditions.  In  one  case, 
hov/ever,  a pair  of  semi-det. ached  traditional  houses  became  highly 
infested  with  bugs.  Many  methods  were  tried  to  eliminate  the  bugs 
v;ithout  dispossessing  the  occupiers.  One  of  the  occupiers  ¥?as 
responsible  for  this  infestation  and  was  removed  from  the  Councj.l 
house  to  a Camp  hutment.  The  adjoining  and  innocent  occupier  was 
removed  to  a new  house.  Both  houses  were  then  treated  by^’gas,  this 
involved  the  stripping  of  skirting,  mouldings,  etc,  Ihe  loss  to  the 
Council  was  over  £100,
